It can be an attractive, pleas 
ant place to live, dressed to suit the personal tastes and pocketbooks of those who 
inhabit it. To prove our point, we have set up a room with undistinguished architec- 
tural features, and decorated in three simple schemes, shown on these and the next four 
pages.

| Gusdorf works in visual education and his wife, Wanda, is 
an artist. They had wanted to settle in Santa Fe long before they 
finally made it in 1948. When the time arrived to build a home, it found 
the Gusdorfs well prepared. Each had drawn dozens of plans and they 
combined the features they liked best into a master design. Foremost 
requirement was “room” rather than rooms, so of their 1,200 square 
feet, 900 were devoted to one large, L-shaped, all-purpose room. They 
hired local workers to make the adobe walls and roof and to plaster. 
Then they did the rest themselves, even to building the doors and windows 
with hand tools. This kept the cost to around $6,000, plus $600 for their 
acre of land (the usual price within city limits). The Gusdorfs say their 
house was built in traditional adobe pueblo style, without sacrificing 
practicality. Actually, the large windows and small overhang roof are

CHARM SCHOOL 


FOR DREARY HOUSES 


By WILLIAM J. HENNESSEY 


T 
N o house is entirely hopeless—that’s our firm conviction. For 


example, let's take those thousands upon thousands of ordinary 
houses everywhere about us, boxlike affairs that have survived 
their twenty-five to fifty vears solely because of firm foundations 
and sturdy framework. Today. these older houses are often in de 
mand since they're in good neighborhoods, convenient to schools, 
churches, and shopping centers. Often, too, they give a neat if not 
imposing appearance; nature has been kind and covered the ex- 
teriors with vines and shrubs. The interiors are a different matter. 
Nothing is there to hide the architectural clichés, pulled with 
abandon from everyone's stock piles in the heyday of the bunga- 
low, and before. If you have such a house you know they can be 
good buys, with plenty of space for comfortable living. Don't be 
discouraged about the interiors. Much can be done to transform 
these ugly ducklings into attractive, up to-date homes. Granted it 
takes thought, some money. and a lot of hard work (as well as the 
landlord's permission if you don’t own the place) but, remember, 


there’s a lot of living in the old house yet. 


For our revamping project, let’s start at the 
reception hall, if the house has one. In most 
cases this is spacious, with the stairway facing the front door and 
living room balancing dining room on either side. Ten to one, 
entrance to these rooms is through an open archway, not only ex 
posing the activities therein to the casual visitor, but allowing 
drafts every time the door is opened. Such openings add obstacles 
to a good decorating job, since a unified scheme is the only 
solution. 
For privacy then, let's substitute a modern treatment for the 
open archways. Usually, this can be done without touching the 
basic framing; a simple door with flanking sash can be introduced 


into the opening to act as a bright introduction to the rest of the 


house. Both door and sash could be of translucent or opaque 
ribbed glass, allowing plenty of light from one room to the other 
We'd suggest using the same treatment for both living and dining 
room entrances. A plant box below the side sash, of plywood, 
metal-lined for potted plants, makes a happy transition from out 


doors to indoors. 


The coat closet could be modernized by cutting a sheet of ply- 


wood to size and nailing it over the old door. It could be left plain 
or decorated with panels made from standard molding cut and 
mitered. In our sketch we've taken down the clumsy stair railing 
and substituted a series of thin round posts. Your stairs may sug- 
gest another treatment and you may need some expert help to 
change this detail. Since the floor now doesn’t have to match either 
of the adjoining rooms, it might well be of any good-looking, 
hard-wearing tile. Walls could be painted to contrast with spar- 


kling white trim. 


Now on into the living room. Let’s see how we 

can treat the heavy projecting fireplace and its 
ugly, high, companion windows. (This combination often occurs 
in dining rooms as well, and the solution is equally applicable 
there.) Since it’s a budget project. let's leave the main fireplace 
structure as it is and take advantage of its projection from the out- 
side wall. A simple furring job will form a basis for the new 
treatment. In our case, we've covered the entire chimney breast 
and sides with pieces of mirror because mirrors add a sense of 
greater size to small rooms. Plywood could also be used. What 
ever the material is, it can go on the doors of the adjoining cabi- 
nets. Indirect lighting has been placed in the soffit above the 
cabinets, and the unfortunate windows covered with vertical 
Venetian blinds. These blinds, in a number of materials and colors, 


will harmonize well with the mirror or plywood surfaces.

ing titions dividing a room in two. Sometimes 
these partitions are composed of overdecorated piers or columns 
surmounted on glass-enclosed bookcases. Their main object seems 
only to prevent decorating the room as a unit. If such exist in your 
home, find out whether they are structural members or used to 
conceal electrical conduit or pipe If not, take them down. The 
resulting space w ill certainly be more attractive and much simpler 
to furnish. If, as in the example we've selected, complete elimina 
tion of this clumsy detail is hampered by mechanical causes, then 
take down everything possible and blend the remaining projection 
with a series of bookshelves and cabinets. This. in spite of the 
break, will allow one part of the room to blend naturally with the 
other. Color, too. can be brought into service here to combine or 


separate the two areas. Wall-to-wall carpet will have a unifying

CULTIVATE YOUR 
OWN TASTE 


By ESTHER C. GRAYSON 


Once your appetite has been whetted by a taste of home-grown vegetables 


the longing for a garden of your own is likely to be with you for good. 


However, in these days of expensive land—and small lots—many of us 


have given up our ambitions for a real vegetable garden. A partial solu- 
tion to the longing is specialization, deciding which vegetables the family 
likes best and dedicating whatever small space you have to those at the 
top of the list. It means giving up grandiose ideas about the acre of corn, 
but it also means that you'll use and enjoy every bit of your harvest, 
which is more than many gardeners, who overplant in their larger space. 
are able to claim. Remember. too. that you may be able to arrange a 
swap system with a like-minded neighbor; your tomatoes for his beans. 
or whatever. If your family has the same tastes as most young Americans, 
they’re probably pretty fond of salad—and specializing in salad is one of 
the best possibilities for limited. but net actually cramped. space. A salad 
garden—which can be colorful and attractive as well as productive—needs 
a very sunny border. Start as early in the spring as the ground can be 
worked. digging the bed well and fertilizing it. Twelve inches back from 

the edge, plant parsley or chive seeds, or both. in alternate sections of 

two or three feet each. If you want an immediate effect. you can 
buy a few clumps of chive plants, separate the little 
bulbs into small clumps of three or four, and set 
them in. The parsley seed is slow to germi- 
nate and should be kept damp (by

covering it with old boards or pieces of burlap) until 
the seedlings finally appear, when the covering should 
be removed at once. Thin the parsley plants to five 
inches apart. Parsley will probably have to be replanted 
each spring, chives will live and flourish for years if you 
divide them occasionally. A foot behind the parsley 
and chives, a row of white onion sets can be planted in 
late March or early April, setting them two or three 
inches apart and half-an-inch deep. In a few weeks you 
can begin using these as green onions or scallions, pull- 
ing every other one so that the others will have more 
room to grow. 

The central part of the border is reserved for the 
piéce de résistance—lettuce—and you'll be glad later if 
you plant several varieties. In March, start them from 
seed, plant in rows, in a seedbed or coldframe, and 
transplant the young seedlings six inches apart each way 
in the center of the bed. After your first lettuce has 
been cut, and the ground has been redug and raked 
over, you can grow a fall crop by broadcasting lettuce 
seed in the border; thin these ruthlessly to allow each 
plant six or eight inches in each direction. 

When the ground warms up for good, plant a row of 
old-fashioned dwarf nasturtium seeds along the very 
front of the salad garden. The leaves and seeds are a 
delightful addition to any salad and some people like 
to scatter the blossoms over the top of the salad bowl. 
At the same time, if you have room enough, plant half 
a dozen sweet pepper plants 18 inches behind the let- 
tuce, allowing the same distance between plants. 

Tomatoes are a logical choice for a salad garden, if 
you have the space, or they can be a specialization all by 
themselves. Well-treated plants bear a harvest out of all 
proportion to the room they take up. You may even 
like to try some of the fruit tomatoes for salads and 
pickles: Yellow Pear, Red Cherry and Red or Yellow 


Plum, or San Marzano, the oval Italian kind used in

(Asparagus is one of the few perennial vege- 
tables and a long-term investment in good eat- 
ing. Don’t plant asparagus on rented ground 
or even ground you expect to part with in ¢ 
few years. But when you have a perma- 
nent home, go right ahead. The plants 
should go in 12 to 18 inches apart, in rows YY, 
three feet apart, so it’s easy to calculate how A, 
many you'll have room for. Even two or three 
dozen are well worth your time. Dig the trenches 
for asparagus 15 inches deep and, if possible, mix at 
least four inches of the soil at the bottom with well- 
rotted manure. (If you can’t get manure, use one of the 
dry commercial manures with peat moss added to supply 
the lacking humus.) Early in April, set' the plant four 
to eight inches below the soil surface, each root riding on 
a little mound of soil with the lateral roots spread out 
comfortably around it. Cover with three or four inches 
of rich, pulverized soil and gradually fill in as the 
growth develops until the trench is level with the sur- 
rounding soil. No spears should be cut the first year and 
very few the second, but after that, let your appetite be 
your guide. An occasional weeding and an early spring

If the topsoil was saved and spread back over the 
lawn area you can get along through the first summer by fertilizing and us- 
ing the soil already there. If the topsoil has been removed, and red or yellow 


subsoil is exposed, as many loads of topsoil as possible should be bought, 





spread over the surface after the subsoil has been turned and 
broken up. If the local soil contains a good deal of clay or is 
very sandy, the more humus (manure, peat moss, compost, 
or other forms of decomposed organic matter) incorporated 
into the new topsoil, the better. Raw ground limestone should 
be added at the rate of five to ten pounds a hundred square 
feet.

T he work of a few architects is known over the entire country—even the world. 
Famous as these men may be, respec ted as their theories of architecture are, there 
is another group, far greater in number, who deserve a rousing vote of acclaim from 
their communities. These are the many young architects, in small cities and towns, 
whose work is stimulating an appreciation of good design. This has been the case in 
Johnson City, Tennessee, where the home of architect Alfred Abernethy and his wife, 
Frances, has excited more interest than any house in the history of the community. 
The Abernethy home is well beyond what the average young family in Johnson City 
or elsewhere can afford. However, it is of interest on more than one count. Built in a 
community predominantly traditional in taste, it has aroused a new evaluation of 
contemporary design. It proves how long-range planning allows the accomplishment 
of ideas, even luxuries which would not be possible otherwise. It is an example of 
easy and economical maintenance in a house of over 3,000 square feet and is full of 
ideas which can be adapted to a smaller and less expensive home. And very im- 


portantly, it points out that we do not have to go far afield for distinguished talent.

Swelling is often caused by lack of protection from dampness 
either during fabrication or installation. A swollen door may 
have to be planed to make it fit.

BLENDERS — 
MARVELS 
OF KITCHEN 
WIZARDRY 


If there is one item in the whole realm of kitchen appliances that is little understood 
and appreciated, it is the blender. Some homemakers think it’s a gadget that health addicts 
turn to when they get thirsty for a tall glass of carrot juice. Others have a notion it’s a 
sort of de luxe malted milk shaker—and heaven knows the children drink too many of 
those already. Of course, the blender can be used for these things—but that’s just the 
beginning of the story, not the end. The marvel of the blender is that you can take any 
numbers of foods —fruits, vegetables (raw or cooked), batters or liquids and combine 
their flavors. To make the blender even more of a blessing it cleans itself. Just put in 
soapy water, turn it on for a few seconds, empty and rinse. 

Through your blender you'll meet a whole new world of taste combinations. You'll give 
salad dressings, soups, and sauces new zest and life when you prepare them in this appli- 
ance. Let’s take an example of the way the blender goes to work for you. Maybe you like 
eggs and maybe you like salami. But have you ever imagined what an omelet would taste 
like if the egg and meat were mixed together? It takes about five seconds in your blender. 
Perhaps you have a hankering for the musky taste of mushrooms. There are endless 
ways in which you can mix them smoothly into soups, a gravy sauce, or even a salad 
dressing. If you like the subtle flavor of garlic, and not mouthfuls of it, you'll make a 
smoother French dressing or garlic spaghetti sauce if you use a blender. 

How does a blender work? Essentially it’s an apparatus with a large glass hopper into 
which you place the foods you want blended. Blades inside start whirling as soon as you 
flick the switch, Wait a minute, turn it off, and all the ingredients are perfectly mixed. 
Hard fibrous vegetables like carrots or corn are broken down, so cooking time need not 
be so long and vitamins are preserved. Bear in mind that the process blends the food not only 
in flavor, but in color, too. Hence the blender provides a field day for the homemaker 
who likes to experiment with unusual looking dishes as well as unusual tasting ones.

f your doorbell rings someday and you find 
a strange young woman at the door, there is a 
chance in several million that it might be Sally 
McDonough, LFYH food and appliance editor, 
looking for a firsthand story.

That’s how she met Lynn Thomas 
of Newark, New Jersey, and found that a house 
in happy order and a good John Thomas, Junior were not the only 
things she needed to make homelife a blissful arrangement.

THE BUDGET BEAN 


The lowly dried bean has been consistently slighted. banned to an offhand menu, and 


ignored except when the food budget needs stretching at the end of the month. How- 


ever, when you realize that proteins, purchased so dearly in meat these days, are 


well-represented in beans and that beans can be given the most heady flavors, they take 


a special place in any recipe collection and a proud place on the dinner table. Beans 


are easily prepared, too. They needn't even be soaked overnight. When pressed for 


time, simply cover beans with boiling water and wait until the water has cooled

Building a lawn was one. Our 
so-called lawn was a residue of 
clay excavated from the basement 
and bulldozed over the leavings of 
urpenters, plumbers. and electri 
cians. Obviously. it needed a good 
thickness of topsoil which we fig 
ured would cost at least several 
hundred dollars 

Then we heard about an out- 
door movie theater being built on 
what had once been a farm. The 
topsoil was being pushed aside t« 
sink foundations and prepare for 
driveways. It finally occurred to 

to find out what the construc 
tion company intended to do with 
the mountain they had pushed up 
from their three acres 

To our amazement the topsoil 
was going to be trucked away and 
dumped. We immediately hired 
a dump trailer, pitched in, and 
brought home seven loads 

While we did buy some ferti- 
lizer for the garden. we also col- 
lected the neighbors’ grass clip 
pings for our mulch pile. It's 
amazing how grass clippings 
can build up—particularly from 
thirty-four lawns 

This was the beginning of our 
education in the gentle art of 
scrounging. This art consists. sim- 
ply of applying imagination to 
needs. Like most office workers. I 
had never wondered where empty 
packing cases went. I found that 
men were paid to cart the stuff off 
to burn. The company was glad to 
give it away. From that moment 
a careful eye was kept on the 


receiving dock. Soon our base- 


ment was bulging with plywood, 
second-grade tongue-and-groove 
flooring. knotty pine boards, shelv- 


ing material, boxes, angle brack- 


ets, screws, and pounds of nails 
all of it from junk.

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The tongue-and-groove material 
was definitely third-rate. Even so. 
as a floor for the attic. over which 
scrounged linoleum will be laid 
it will serve well. The linoleum 
was the result of wondering what 
happened when large stores re- 
placed their floor coverings. The 
old linoleum, worn in spots, is 
ripped up in lengths as much as 
100 feet long. Where the custom 
ers have beaten a path. it must be 
discarded. Under the counters 
however, it is frequently as good 
as new. By judicious cutting it can 
be laid over, often in patterns 
more striking than the original. 

No house has enough shelves or 
cupboards. No matter how knotty 
split or checked, packing boards 
make as good a shelf as the best 
grade of lumberyard stock 

Our walks came from broken 
sidewalk. Any city paving depart- 
ment will tell you where side 
walks are being broken up. Slabs 
look good. are easy to lay, perma 
nent, and can be painted, or left 
in their natural color. Right now 
we are collecting enough to build 
a terrace. 

In time our reputation as 
scroungers spread and. instead of 

going after things, friends would 
call and tip us off. Our dining 
room wall-to-wall carpeting looks 
like new, yet it came from odd 
pieces tossed out when a fur shop 
changed their carpeting from ma- 
roon to blue. My workbench is 
built entirely of two-by-fours 
from a garage that was being 
torn down. The insulation in our 
unfinished attic was once padding 
for mahogany desks in transit 

For a while. we made the mis- 
take of taking anything and were 
soon running an uneconomical 
junk shop. Tossing out most of it 
marked our graduation from ama- 
teurs to professional scroungers. 
Try scrounging. You'll save mon- 
ey and have an exciting hobby.

lath. Examine the roof from the underside and stick short pieces of wire 
through the damaged parts. This way you can find the defective places 
on the outside. Once you've repaired the damaged shingles, check the 
roof for any other minor damage. Do it now. and you may save another 
trip later on. And be careful when climbing around on the roof. Wear 
slipproof shoes and always use a straight ladder with special cleats. 
With other types of shingle roofs. you'll have to inspect from the ex- 


terior or get an expert roofer to inspect as well as repair. 
FAULTY FLASHING 


Flashing (usually of sheet copper. sheet zinc or sheet lead) should al- 
ways be applied at intersections of chimney with roof and walls, around 
dormer windows, and at the top of exterior door and window trim. In- 
terior dampness at any of these points is your clue to a faulty job. If this 


is the case, you should immediately have it corrected. 
DETERIORATION OF WOOD STEPS AND PORCHES 


There are two basic causes: lack of ventilation underneath and lack of 
protective paint on the underside. No wooden structure should ever come 
closer than 18 inches to the ground unless it has been treated against 
dampness and termites. Steps and porch that are slightly askew can 
usually be traced to the settling of a new house. In this case. better to 
wait until the house has settled before trying to bring the levels back to 
their original positions. Remember. when building a porch. always pitch 
the floor away from the home to allow for adequate drainage (14 inch 
to the foot measuring from wall to porch edge). 


FAULTY TRIM 


If the trim around your windows and doors is warped and cracked it 
should be replaced immediately with new material. Otherwise you've 
given a standing invitation to insects and moisture to enter the house. 
Rotten molding should also be taken down and replaced with new pieces. 


TERMITES 


If you have a sneaking suspicion that termites are about, make a thor- 
ough investigation. Poke every piece of structural wood with a sharp 
pointed object (an ice pick will do) to check its solidity. A sudden 
stream of sawdust pouring out of the wood will confirm your suspicion. 
The foolproof way to get rid of termites, however, is to keep the base- 
ment dry since they must have water to live. If you’re building a new 
house in a damp climate, be sure sheet copper shields are placed on top 
of all foundation walls. Cut these shields four inches wider than the 
walls. The projecting part, on the outside of the wall, should be bent 
down at an angle of forty-five degrees to prevent a hungry termite from 
reaching the wood. 


STAINS ON BRICK OR STUCCO WALLS 


These unsightly white stains on your outside walls can be blamed on the 
soluble salts in the wall material and the moisture which brings these 
salts to the surface. If walls are new, don’t worry. A heavy rainfall may 
wash the stains away and they may never come back. However, if walls 
are old, check them carefully for any spot where moisture may be enter-

ing. White streaks or spots under the window sill often give a clue & 
cracks in the sills or faulty caulking around the frames. Stains near the 
top of a wall or around downspouts may be caused by defective gutters, 
flashing or the spouts themselves. A large stain near the ground may be 
the result of water being drawn up behind the brick face by capillary 
attraction, or from a crack at the base of the wall or maybe below grade 
An isolated spot may mean one or two poorly filled mortar joints. These 
defects should be repaired before you start to clean the wall, otherwise 
the stain is bound to recur. To remove the stain, simply apply plain 
water, a stiff brush, and a strong arm. If the stains persist, try a solution 
containing not more than ten per cent muriatic (hydrochloric) acid ip 
water. (Be sure to wear rubber gloves.) Rinse it off immediately with 
water, or better still, to be positive all acid is removed, give the surface 
a final washing with water containing five per cent household ammonia, 


DISCOLORED BRICK 


If the bricks on your house have become discolored with smoke or soot, 
try cleaning them with a steel wire brush, or steel wool, together with 
some form of gritty soap. (Mechanic's hand soap is excellent.) After 
cleaning, be sure to remove all traces of soap. If you find the dirt has 
penetrated beneath the surface. try rubbing a carborundum block over 
the brick until the most stubborn stains have gone. If this takes off any 
of the surface. give the brick a coating of linseed oil. It will restore the 
original color and also prevent the stains from recurring. 


PAINT FAILURE 


Paint fails when it does not protect the surface it covers from the ele 
ments. Often the cause is inferior paint but mostly paint failures are 
the result of not using the proper paint for the particular surface. For 
example, metal surfaces are best painted with one kind of paint, wood 
with another, and so on. Here are some of the ways paint fails: 


Checking (interlacing lines that look like alligator hide) is caused by 
a hard paint applied over a soft undercoating. The undercoating may 
not have dried properly, may have contained too much oil, or had a dif- 
ferent type of pigment. This can be avoided if each coat is given time to 
dry and the undercoat is mixed so that it dries harder than any of the 
succeeding coats. 


Bleeding over knots is caused by resin in the knot rising to the surface. 
You can prevent this if you apply a coat of resin-free shellac over the 
knots before the prime coat of paint has been applied. 


Cracking is the most serious paint failure. It occurs with paint which 
does not expand and contract with the surface. Here, all you can do is 
remove the old paint entirely and start again with the proper paint. 


Chalking (new paint) is a sign that the paint was either too thin or ap- 
plied when air was too damp. A certain amount of chalking is desirable 
for any outside paint, but it should not make its appearance until at 
least a year after application. 


Blistering means that the paint was applied to a wet or damp surface— 
the moisture preventing the paint from gripping the surface properly. 
To avoid this, always wait until the wood is thoroughly dry.

Others are so 
called “concert overtures” based 
on dramatic situations, but meant 
to be heard as separate entities. 
Tchaikovsky: Overture-Fantasia 
Romeo and Juliet.

This should be proof 
enough for the continual appeal of 
some of the melodies Tchaikovsky 
created for this, one of the most 
successful of his works.

A, The solution to your problem 

is quite simple. You can make 
a practically unseen repair if you 
carefully follow these instructions. 
Your first mistake was in trying to 
make the patch on top of the seat. 
It must be made from underneath. 
Cut a piece of adhesive tape an 
inch longer than the tear in the 
chair seat. Spread the slit in the 
seat covering and slip the adhesive 
into this opening so that it lies on 
the cushion and is directly under 
the torn section. Then press down 
the seat covering around the torn 
area so that it adheres to the tape.

Remove most of the fat from the 
kidney and cut away white mem- 
brane. Slice lengthwise. Slice 
mushrooms. Melt butter or mar- 
garine in skillet and add onions, 
sauté lightly for about 3 minutes 
over medium heat. Add kidneys 
and mushrooms and sauté for an- 
other 5 minutes or until done. It 
should be done quickly, for kid- 
neys tend to get tough if cooked 
too long.
